THE MACY DECISION. 

The opinion of Justice Leventritt in what 
is commonly known as the Macy case, be¬ 
ing technically Straus v. American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association, American Booksellers’ 
Association, et al., handed down on January 
6. denies the motion for preliminary injunc¬ 
tion, and may end the case, or may relegate 
it for trial on its merits, according to the dis¬ 
position of the plaintiffs in the matter. Theo- 
letically, the application for an injunction in 
an equity suit is simply a preliminary skir¬ 
mish, pending the trial of the main issue be¬ 
fore the court; but practically equity cases are 
often decided in connection with these pre¬ 
liminary proceedings. The opinion of Justice 
Leventritt is remarkable in that it indicates 
that his own decision would be in favor of 
granting the injunction, but that he feels com¬ 
pelled to respect the decision of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court in the con¬ 
trolling case of Park v. The National Drug¬ 
gists’ Association, with which he considers 
the preset case to be closely parallel. The 
opinion of the Supreme Court of Georgia rep¬ 
resents one side of an important question in 


business and in law, on which the New York 
opinion represents the other side. Together, 
they suggest that the law on this very impor- 
ant issue is not yet fully settled by a final au¬ 
thority; but it should be said that the courts 
of New York State, in their finality, represent 
a weight of judicial opinion only second to 
that of the United States Supreme Court. 
For the pres/ent, therefore, the druggists’ de¬ 
cision is, as Justice Leventritt points out, the 
controlling law here, and also it presents an 
important precedent for the courts of other 
States, which would be disposed to follow it 
rather than the decision of the Georgia court. 

There are two important questions involved 
in the present case, one of which is common 
to all such cases, and one specific within the 
trades whose products are protected under 
the copyright, patent, and trade-mark laws. 
The general assertion that a man may do 
what he will with his own, and has an inher¬ 
ent right to sell his property to whom and as 
he pleases, which is the basis of laws and de¬ 
cisions against “boycotts,” is modified in the 
case of copyright books and patented articles 
by the essential right of the original owner 
to sell his property to whom and as he pleases, 
and, under the protection of the copyright and 
like laws, to control prices as well as to make 
other sale regulations. This is an important 
distinction, which the courts are ‘ reasonably 
sure to uphold, and it is noteworthy that in 
the very able brief submitted by counsel for 
the American Publishers’ Association the 
point is much insisted upon that the rules of 
the Association refer to copyright books, and 
that non-copyright books are not covered by 
its regulations. 

When precedent and legal decision have 
clearly settled a given principle, the impor¬ 
tant point of a legal controversy is always to 
show that the case in court differs from or is 
“on all fours” with cases previously settled. 
Often the decision in such cases rests upon 
purely incidental questions of method*; for 
instance, the publisher may rightly take steps 
to control the price of his copyright books 
and may impose conditions on their sale 
which will be binding on him who purchases 
to sell again—the jobber and retail dealer—but 
it is more than doubtful if the courts would 
uphold anything beyond this, that is, any¬ 
thing approaching intimidation; and it is here 
that the circulars of the American Booksell¬ 
ers’ Association have sometimes come so dan¬ 
gerously close to the boundary line as to lend 
to the present case a danger which might have 
been avoided. The opinion of Mr. Justice 
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Leventritt should be a caution that, in carry- 
in^r out the reform movement, every sem¬ 
blance of intimidation should be avoided, and 
the argument should be based essentially, as it 
is quite possible to do effectively, on the loss 
that must come to dealers from the rightful 
refusal of publishers to supply copyright books 
to or for those dealers who will not accept 
the limitations rightfully put upon their sale. 

It was evident from the plaintiffs’ own brief 
ir. the present case that the Macy firm was 
not treated differently from others in the book 
trade, and it is further true that the firm can 
at any moment purchase copyright books on 
compliance with the reasonable regulations 
laid down for their sale. There is, therefore, 
no boycott question really involved in this 
case. We trust the American Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation will never be misled to go beyond 
the limits of law and equity in enforcing its 
proper regulations, and the history of the 
present reform movement so far seems to in¬ 
dicate that there should be no question of its 
success upon undeniable principles of law and 
equity. 


R. H. MACY & CO. DEFEATED. 

Justice Leventritt, of the Supreme Court, 
Part I, on January 6 handed down the fol¬ 
lowing decision in the case of Straus [R. H. 
Macy & Co.] vs. the American Publishers’ 
Association: 

“My own views of the legality of the de¬ 
fendant’s acts as they find support in the very 
persuasive opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Georgia in Brown vs. Jacobs Pharmacy Co., 
(41 S. E. Rep., 553-564,) must yield to the 
controlling law of this department as ex¬ 
pressed in J. D. Park & Sons Co. vs. The 
National Wholesale Druggist Association, 
(54 App. Div. 223.) There is no substantial 
distinction in principle between that case and 
this, and the motion must therefore be de¬ 
nied.” 


ECHOES OF GROSS’S SUIT AGAINST 
ROSTAND. 

Honor is expensive, but S. E. Gross was 
willing to spend money to prove that he, and 
not Edmond Rostand, wrote “Cyrano de Ber¬ 
gerac." He says he devoted $40,000 to that 
purpose, and was successful, but now he has 
been sued by the Mooney & Boland Detective 
Agency, of Chicago, who ask $5000 as addi¬ 
tional compensation for securing evidence of 
the plagiarism. 

Mr. Gross asserts that he has already paid 
the detective agency $10,000. He says he 
never has received a full accounting. W. J. 
Sutherland, manager of the agency, with half 
a dozen detectives, spent eight months in 
France and England gathering evidence, with¬ 
out which, Mr. Sutherland claims, Mr. 
Gross’s .suit could not have succeeded. 


THE STATIONERS’ BOARD OF TRADE 
ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade was held January 6, at the 
rooms of the Board, 92 Nassau Street, New 
York, President Henry C. Bainbridge in the 
chair. The following were represiented in

After the usual routine business, the presi¬ 
dent, Mr. Bainbridge, addressed the meeting 
as follows: 

president’s address. 

Members of The Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, I can well remember, when a boy, 
hearing my father say that he had just re¬ 
turned from a meeting of the trade, at which 
they had organized a Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, and hearing him comment upon the 
plans which they expected to accomplish 
through it, and what a benefit it would be to 
the stationery trade. Little did I think then 
that I would preside at the twenty-eighth an¬ 
nual meeting and receive the honors which 
have been so freely bestowed upon me. 

Have we accomplished all that the founders 
of this Board expected? and have we, their 
successors, made it all we might have done? 
are questions I and many others think we can 
answer in the affirmative. I think we have met 
some propositions'which our predecessors never 
calculated on, and which might have done much 
toward arranging their original plans. Great 
changes have taken place in the past twenty 
years. Our trade has grown to enormous 
proportions compared with then; ways and 
means of doing business are changed as much 
as anything else, and the Board of Trade of 
1872 would be inadequate for the needs and 
demands of to-day. As a matter of course, 
the expenses of doing the work have in¬ 
creased, and your dues have been increased 
correspondingly, but no more. From the 
treasurer’s report you will see that you have 
been assessed only enough to pay the run¬ 
ning expenses of the office, which are kept at 
a minimum, and that the balance carried over 
is only enough for safety. 

The trustees are proud that the Reserve 
Fund is intact, and that the Board has no 
obligations to meet; but it is my opinion that, 
as our business increases and competition be- 
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comes more keen, the demands upon our re¬ 
sources will increase, the actual cost of run¬ 
ning the Board will increase, and the assess¬ 
ment for dues must increase likewise. Your 
officers have had to keep up with the times. 
The best service rendered by the best com¬ 
mercial agencies was none too good for our 
members, and we have tried with some meas¬ 
ure of success to keep in the front. We have 
just passed through a year of unusual pros¬ 
perity. Our Bankruptcy Department has suf¬ 
fered for want of work, and our Board has 
missed the income usually derived from such 
cases; but what the Board has lost individual 
members have gained. The Collection De¬ 
partment has done the largest business in any 
year in the history of the Board, and the same 
can be said of the Information Department. 
Besides, we have facilities for furnishing bet¬ 
ter mercantile reports than heretofore as the 
quality of our reports show. This is testified 
to by the large proportion of our members 
using this department, some using this de¬ 
partment for their reports to the exclusion 
of all other agencies; most of our members 
could do likewise with benefit to themselves. 

The coming year looks promising, the va¬ 
rious industries upon which depend our na¬ 
tion’s greatness are full of business; harvests 
have been bountiful; our people have money 
and all have to use paper, a product which 
helps to run every industry under the sun. 

Our membership at present is not as large as 
it should be and as our organization deserves. It 
should be the duty of each and every member 
of the Board to try and get the name of a 
new subscriber. Every member could do this 
with little or no trouble, and it would greatly 
increase the income of the Board and tliereby 
its resources. We believe we are giving our 
members good service, better than they can 
get elsewhere for the money, and much bet¬ 
ter than they can get anywhere else for any 
less; with an increased membership, which 
would mean an increase of income, the effi¬ 
ciency of the Board can be increased. Your 
trustees devote much time to directing and 
advising the policy of the Board, and the 
members should lend some assistance. 

The demand for a book of natings still ex¬ 
ists ; but as I have stated in previous years 
the entire income of the Board ^from dues 
would not be enough to pay for compiling 
and publishing a good book, and any other 
would never serve the purpose of our organi¬ 
zation. 

The Dinner Committee has arranged to 
hold the annual dinner at Delmonico’s on 
Wednesday evening, January 14, and it is to 
be hoped our members will turn out on that 
occasion in large numbers. All who attended 
Gur last dinner will certify that the effect of 
such affairs is beneficial to us in our social 
and business life, and you can find no better 
way of entertaining a friend or a customer 
than by inviting him to be your guest. 

I want to thank the officers and employees 
of the Board for their uniform courtesy and 
assistance to me, and congratulate them upon 
the universal spirit of good fellowship, which 
has existed among us, and which has done so 
much to make the work agreeable during the 
past year.

“MESSAGES OF THE PRESIDENTS.” 

Representative Henry C. Smith on the 
8th inst. introduced in the House a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee to inves¬ 
tigate the matter of the printing and distribu¬ 
tion of the “Messages and Papers of the 
Presidents,” which were compiled and edited 
by Representative Richardson, of Tennessee. 

The preamble of the resolution says that 
the “Messages and Papers” are being printed 
and distributed by one or more printing con¬ 
cerns in such a manner as to lead the public 
to believe that they are official. It also as¬ 
serts that the Bureau of National Literature 
and Art, (chartered,) Washington, D. C., pur¬ 
ports to send out and distribute certificates to 
various persons which entitles them to an op¬ 
tion on one copy of the supplemental volume 
of “Messages and Papers of the Presidents.” 


CHANGES IN THE TRADE IN 
NEW YORK. 

A NUMBER of changes have taken place 
since the beginning of the year in the per¬ 
sonnel of New York publishing houses, es¬ 
pecially among the commercial travellers. E. 
J. Clode, for eight years representative and 
manager of the publishing department of 
Brentano’s, has retired. For the present Mr. 
Clode will make no other connections, though 
it is not likely that he will remain at leisure 
very long. Indeed, in the near future his 
name may be connected with a new publish¬ 
ing venture. He is making his headquarters 
at 156 Fifth Avenue. 

J. L. Thompson, for a number of years con¬ 
nected with Doubleday & McClure Co., and 
from the start a member of the firm of 
Doubleday, Page & Co., has retired from the 
firm and made connections with Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, concerning which announce¬ 
ment will be made later. 

Edward Hall, who has represented Double¬ 
day, Page & Co. on the road, has severed his 
connection with that firm. 

Herbert Houston, for some time connected 
with the advertising departn^ent of Outing, 
has been admitted to the firm of Doubkday, 
Page & Co. 

Milton C. Dent, travelling representative 
for Dodd, Mead & Co., is about to resign and 
take a similar position with Ranhael Tuck & 
Co. Mr. Dent will be succeeded at Dodd, 
Mead & Co.’s by Arthur Chase, who hitherto 
has been connected with the manufacturing 
department of the house. 

William J. Kelly has renewed his contract 
with the W. B. Conkey Company to represent 
that firm in the East, with headquarters in 
the Presbyterian Building, New York. He 
started on the 6th inst. for his annual west¬ 
ern trip, taking in the Pacific Coast and the 
Northwest, returning by way of Toronto or 
some other eastern Canadian point. He will 
probably return to New York in April. 

A RECOGNITION OF MERIT. 

It is announced that Mr. John H. Dingman 
IS to retire from many of his usual activities 
ill the house of Charles Scribner’s Sons, and 
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that such efforts as he will continue to make 
will be made in new lines of work helpful to 
the enlarged aims and purposes of the great 
establishment with which he will still be con¬ 
nected, and for which he has given the greater 
part of his life. Mr. Dingman’s connection 
with the Scribner house, as is well known, 
began with its earliest history, and its experi¬ 
ences have been his, in all their varying 
phases, for more than forty years. Still in 
the vigor of physical health, Mr. Dingman is 
to be congratulated on the growth and 
achievements of his past, and such honorary 
occupation as now comes to him in the same 
house.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Marshall T. Bigelow, widely known as a 
printer, publisher and proofreader, and one of 
/ the early owners of the University Press, died 
suddenly on January 2, at Cambridge, Mass., 
at the age of eighty years. He was the au¬ 
thor of several standard works on the subject 
of proofreading, which have passed through 
many editions. 

Richard My\NSiLL. a well-known astrono¬ 
mer, died at Rock Island, Ill., January 6. He 
was born in Staffordshire, Eng., in 1829, but 
had resided in Rock Island since 1849. His 
annual “Almanac of Planetary Meteorology” 
was first published in 1876, and appeared reg¬ 
ularly until 1901. It circulated over this 
country and in England, and was accepted as 
standard everywhere. 

F. F. Bainbridge, bookseller, died in Ashe¬ 
ville, N. C., December 31. Mr. Bainbridge 
was born in Clevedon, Somersetshire, Eng., 
and was educated as a physician, but entered 
the army and served in the India compaigns. 
He came to this country, settling first in Vir¬ 
ginia. where he married Miss Price, and then 


went to San Antonio, Tex., where he lived 
a number of years. In 1896 he settled in Ashe¬ 
ville and opened a bookstore on South Main 
Street, removing afterwards to Patton Ave¬ 
nue. 

George Harrison Marston, formerly a 
well-known bookseller at Lowell, Mass., died 
on December 28 at his home in that city after 
an illness of two weeks. Mr. Marston was 
born in Sandwich, N. H., in 1841, and was 
educated at the academy in Newbury, Vt. At 
the age of eighteen he removed to Lawrence, 
where he established a partnership with 
George C. Prince as dealer in books, periodi¬ 
cals, etc. In 1872 the firm removed to Lowell, 
where their store became one of the well- 
known places of business on Merrimack 
Street. From this partnership Mr. Marston, 
owing to poor health, retired several years 
ago. 

The Rev. Phineas Camp Headley died at 
Lexington, Mass., January 4, aged eighty-two. 
Mr. Headley was born at Walton, N. Y., June 
29, 1819. He first studied and practised law, but 
subsequently studied theology and was grad¬ 
uated from the Auburn (N. Y.) Theological 
Seminary. He wrote extensively on histori¬ 
cal subjects, his works comprising “Empress 
Josephine,” “Mary, Queen of Scots,” “Lafay¬ 
ette,” “Napoleon,” and “Louis Kossuth.” He 
also wrote “Women of the Bible,” “Secret 
Service of the United States in the Civil 
War,” “Massachusetts in the Rebellion,” 
“Public Men of To-day,” “Half Hours in 
Bible Lands.” and lives of Grant, Farragut, 
General O. M. Mitchell, Sherman, Ericsson, 
and Sheridan. Two daughters and two sons 
survive him, one of the latter being Chaplain 
J. H. B. Headley, U. S. A., stationed at Fort 
Hancock, Sandy Hook.

The author treats of the utilization of arti¬ 
ficial light, and does not deal with the prob¬ 
lem of distributing illuniinants, but with their 
application, treating of illuniinants only in so 
far as a knowledge of their peculiarities is 
necessary to their intelligent use.

This special issue will be limited to fifty sets, 
at $50 a volume, printed on hand-made pa¬ 
per, deckle edges, splendidly bound in full 
crushed levant morocco, gilt top, and further 
enriched with thirty-six hand-colored fron¬ 


tispieces and title-page vignettes. A port¬ 
folio containing a special set of India proofs 
of the portraits and views will be presented 
to each of the subscribers to this edition. 

Harper & Brothers are bringing out a new 
edition of the late John Fiske’s “American 
Political Ideas,” a volume rich in suggestive 
thought, bearing upon the significance of 
American development and its “manifest des¬ 
tiny.” They are also making a new revised 
edition of Davis’s “The Elements of Interna¬ 
tional Law,” which is used as a text-book at 
West Point and many colleges, military and 
otherwise. Its author. General George B. 
Davis, has been for many years a profound 
student of international law, and is now 
Judge-Advocate General of the army, with 
the rank of brigadier-general. 

J. F. MEfepiAN contributes to The Beacon, 
of Bath, Eng., for December, 1902, an ar¬ 
ticle on “Major Andre and Bath” in his se¬ 
ries of “Famous Buildings of Bath and Dis¬ 
trict.”
